Hr 
never  spoke  or  acted  upon  any  public  ques¬ 
tion  the  history  sad  literature  of  which  he 
had  not  fully  explored,  ud  many  of  his 
efforts  are  exhaustive  treatises.  He  retain¬ 
ed  the  habita  of  n  student.  Ha  was  stig¬ 
matised  therefore  by  some  as  a  mar  - aofoW, 
a  litterateur,  a  rhetorician,  a  political  pliil 
ooopber,  a  doctrinaire  ;  but  law  uwi  who 
have  been  eo  long  on  the  stage  of  public 
acliou,  have  been  eo  fortunate  in  inaugur¬ 
ating  beneficent  ud  successful  public 
uu  as  urea.  He  abowod  the  value  of  the 
beet  and  moat  laborious  education  of  hie 
time,  (carried  on  front  the  Boston  Latin 
School  to  the  Senate  to  r*h  ip)  In  promoting 
the  weal  of  Staten.  . 

He  sought—  ud  in  thin  too  he  woe  e 
model— the  moot  elevated  ideals  of  public 
life  ud  ahaveetor.  U  see  of  hie  first  era 
tione  upon  Fame  and  Glory,  delivered  as  a 
young  New  England  scholar  before  the  lit¬ 
erary  8oc; sties  of  Amherst,  In  1847,  he 
Mid  :  “Glory  seems  to  hsVe  escaped 
uoplcatMt  personification  bf  her  sister 
Fame.  *  *  Glory,  in  its  Common  ac 
tones,  is  a  form  or  expression  of  public 
U  is  the  judgement  Uttered  by 
oortate  upon  our  fives  or  not*.
